PI- We still write songs like we always 
have*, jam it out in the room and turn 
our ideas into music. We are now taking 
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NOOTHGRUSH 


the whole “improv 11 aspect 
of our music to a whole 
new level and starting 
each jam session with 
some improvisational 
material- We love strange 
noises and we are strange 
people -» so it just comes 
out naturally- Concepts 
come from our twisted 
minds-, helped by drugs and 
booze at times yet not 
all the time slaughter*. 
Interludes can be part of 
the jam-. or get placed 
later-, but they are 
obviously a huge part of 
what Gasp is all about- 


for our old friends who 
paved the power violence 
path in the ^CTs-. so we 
fell lucky to be a part o 
it- lile had nothing to do 
with an “emo” or u screamo v 
scene but if some of 
people from that sc 
like us-i we are fine 
it- We would-, and sti 
will-i work with any 1 
that is honest and cool- 
Witching Hour was great!'

4) Tell me a bit of 
history. Your band 
has worked with some 
influential labels and 
done splits with some 
great bands- How did t 
band evolve? 

n- We started off as just 
a band that wanted to mix 
up hardcore-i grind-, death 
metal*, punk-, psych-, doom 
and experimental. We felt 
so lucky to share those 
splits with great friends 
that just so happened 
to also be in amazing 
bands- I mean-, we were 
just dumb kids making 
noises in a garage- Same 
thing with the labels- It 
was just amazing having 











these great folks putting 
out our noise- IjJe evolved 
as we aged*. went through 
life*. used more drugs*. and 
listened to more bands/ 
different influences. 

C- (i)e were a bunch of weird 
kids listening to so many 
different types of music. 

We couldn^t figure it out 
so we made all of our 
influence work into one. 
Mitch is the mastermind 
of making it a notch more 
intense. I Love the black 
metal riffs*. feedback*, and 
romantic lyrics. 


5) I read somewhere online 
that there was a member who 
went on to do acid house 
music- I assume if that is 
the case*, ifs some weird 
electronic music** but 
where did members split 
off to after the band was 
inactive? 


M- Mitch went on to make 
even more noise in the 
whole experimental music 
realm. He did perform and 
also DJ at 14 acid house 1 ' 
music events. But he also 
did all kinds of different 
types of crazy noise• 
Cynthia had left Gasp 
in LC \7 to go to college 
and have a kid. She then 


joined Despise You (when 
DY started performing live 
in E007). I had a run of 
bands and projects after 
Gasp broke up*, including 
Gravehill for fl years. 
Reggie had his share of 
bands after the initial 
break up*, but then focused 
on work/career. 

C- I played in numerous 
no-name bands and I do 
music on and off with 
my best friend*. Jerry, 
lile^ve done R&B sorta 
stuff called Sweet Brown 
Shuga- Currently I'm the 
cheerleader for a band 
called Despise You.

any political beliefs? Is 
there an overarching band 
message? 

M- I feel that political 
beliefs are more of a 
personal thing*, so I keep 
it to myself. I can say 
that we grew up in the 
multi-cultural melting 
pot of Los Angeles*, some 
of us poor and “lower 
class. 11 Elected officials*, 
government*, and police 
are things that we try 
and steer clear of due 
to a mistrust and a 
disappointment in how the 
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system grinds to a halt for us at tiroes** 
yet we are happy to be alive and wake up 
every morning and jam with each other* 
Our band message is too simple - open 
the mind-i bodyn and soul*** let us 
take you on our strange and wonderful 
journey* Every emotion is here! 

O I like nachos and piz2a* Maybe some 
pizzookie and popcorn for breakfast*

I hope 
to see some old friends and RIP to 
all the friends that will be there in 
spirit. Gasp has a different vibe from 
my other family Despise You. Brace 
yourself when you see boys in hair 
barrettes. 
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One of the most demented and 
disturbed bands from the furious 
years of 80’s Italian hardcore were 
Cheetah Chrome Motherfuckers. 
With a double LP discography be¬ 
ing released, we asked founding 
_ member Antonio Cecchi about 
their early days. Interview 
/ by Jeff Whiplash. 

S y 1) Tell us about your 

' ^ ' first connection with 

punk rock. Tell us 
about the political sit¬ 
uation in Italy, where 
you grew up,etc) 


* We formed in Pisa in 
1978... there was ab¬ 
solutely NOTHING at all, 
big pop bands were about to 
collapse, street heroin had taken 
in killing all “better future” aspira¬ 
tions and punk rock seemed -if- 
actually IT SURE WAS - the only 
good thing to do 

2) How did you meet the initial 
members of CCM, how the 
band started, other bands you/ 
they played in before CCM (if 
any). Early influences,etc. 










Apart from Syd, we all had had previous musi¬ 
cal experiences, Dome (our gtr player by then) 
was the one with the biggest ones. I met Syd at 
school (yeah) and we felt we HAD to do some¬ 
thing revolutionary. We felt we were different 
from the majority of people around, so when 
we chancely met Dome, and soon after Vipera 
(our 1 st drummer) we started rehearsing and the 
band had born. We four had major musical influ¬ 
ences (each one, totally different ones) but raw, 
fast and shouted music was our common thing. 
And that’s why we had the URGE to play togeth¬ 
er. Apart from a couple of Ramones numbers, we 
played our own music since the early start. There 
COULD NOT have been any other way. 

3) Tell us about some of the early gig venues 
you played (favorite spots, bad spots) and 
bands you played with often, bands you were 
friends with (or enemies ha ha ha!!) and any 
important zines, supporters and activities by 
punks in the scene at the time? 

As I mentioned earlier, there was absolutely NO 
SCENE, no clubs, no spots.... in the beginning 
you played in front of astonished people, whose 
95% hated you very badly.... by time a few 
people started to appear and we kind of have 
a “follow up” (I’m talking of 10/15 kids from all 
around Tuscany here, people!). When “I refuse 
it!” formed (their bass played was due to replace 
me when I shfted to gtr after Dome decided to 
split, we decided to record a split tape, each 
band one side, named “Permanent Scar” and 
self.produced it. Later repressed as an LP, it was 
destined to sell by the thousands (so I’ve been 
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told 15 yrs later....) but by then there was abso¬ 
lutely no money running. Getting to play some¬ 
where was considered a success.... Then, slowly, 
one by one, zines started to flower up: the ones 
from our area I loved - to which we all contrib¬ 
uted - were “Nuove dal Fronte” and “Brains Out”. 
I can proudly say I still hang out with some of 
those folks! We DID believe in collaboration. And 
we meant it. 
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4) Early Italy HC has a very distinct, raw 
sound. Can you tell us the how your early 
recordings were made? Where they were re¬ 
corded? Were guitars and equipment hard to 
get? Any good stories from these recordings? 

Just to give you an idea of what things were like 
in the late 70s: the Permanent Scar tape was 
recorded on a friends’ run “studio” (6-7 mikes 
4-tracks reel recorder... no overdubs, no post¬ 
processing shit etc) while “400 Fascists” EP our 
1 st thing ever was recorded as follows. In our

travel across Europe first, and the US later (there 
was NEVER the real chance to tour all Italy.... but 
we almost played everywhere). Good memories? 
Well.... you live in the US so I must remember the 
highlights of our -'t”Amerikan Dream” tour.... 
Philly: played there twice, the second time just 
to have a chance to see again our friends who 
live there. Our home in the US. Excellent crowd, 
positive people, we all loved it! 

San Francisco: probably the “biggest” CCM gig 
in the US. We were VERY tired but motivated 
and played at our best. Check it on YouTube by 
yourself: type “CCM at the farm, San Francisco”. 
The whole video is available. 
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we felt we had to do something. CCM had 
always been ANTI commercial purposes but 
“bootlegs” had started to appear. So when Area- 
Pirata (a local DIY style label run by close friends) 
proposed to re-print all our stuff, all ex members 
gladly accepted it and “The Furious Era” 2CD (or 
2LP) thing became reality. It’s currently available 
on www.areapirata.com through mail order or 
download. In the meantime, I had decided to put 
down on paper - before I definitely forgot them - 
my feelings and memories about the CCM period 
of my life. And that’s how “No More Pain” book 
was born, again available on AreaPirata but not 
in English at the moment (I’m currently looking 
for a publisher in the US...)

1. It’s 1*991 in Sao Paulo Brazil, 
how did you guys discover 
noisecore and get inspired to 
start the band and play this 
style? What punk/metal was 
easily accessible in Brazil 
at the time? Did you guys 
have any other bands before 
Industrial Holocaust? 

We discovered the noisecore 
through tapes exchanges by 
letters and knowing other bands 
that touched the style, such 
as Exterminio brutal , Atack 


epiletico , Putrefagao humana, 
Brigada do odio, Olho seco , 
etc. It was not, there was a great 
need to search for bands, there 
was no internet, everything was 
very dark at that time which made 
everything more valuable when it 
was discovered. Yes we already 
had a band of deathnoise that 
was from 1989 to 1991 with the 
name of Morbideath, We even 
got to record a demo tape that 
will soon be released on cd. 







2. What bands did IH play 
gigs with at this time? How 
did you meet the guys from 
Noise? 

We played with bands like; 
Putrid vomits, Exterminio 
brutal , Infernal noise, 
Mayhem decay cudgel, G.O.P. 

, Noise , Faces of death etc 
etc. We are friends for a very 
long time, my family is all of 
the city where they live, so we 
met long before we formed 
any bands, I’ve known them 
since ‘87. 


3. Then it’s 2000 and you 
guys are starting to release 
records again. Were you 
active in between the 1993 
Noise/Industrial Holocaust 
split 7” and the 2001 Noise/ 
Industrial Holocaust split 
12”? I think this 12” is 
maybe the best grind record 
ever, could you please tell 
me a little more about the 
recording process for this 
record, if you remember? 
What kind of gear, what 
kind of place, what kind of 
circumstance? 

Yes we were playing and 
releasing materials, all in 
tapes, we released the demo 
tape “Nuclear warning” in 96 
and split tape with Shit 700 


from Ecuador and other live 
records and compilations. 
Also in this period we did 
some projects like: Napalm 
terror, S.O.P. , Musical shits, 
M.O.C. , All in tapes. I am 
very happy and grateful to 
hear this since it was a split 
Ip done entirely by our hands, 
we and the friends of Noise 
paid everything, it is totally 
independent. It was made 
to commemorate ten years 
of the first record of the 7th 
EP split with the Noise of 
‘92, Recorded in a very well 
structured studio and a very 
good equipment to make 
H.C. noise, the recording was 
very fun and the idea was to 
try to make a sound in the 
line Sore Throat among other 
influences, we did everything 
in two days, We like this split 
so much it still retains our 
essence. It was a great time. 

4. Can you tell us a bit about 
the members of Industrial 
Holocaust? Where are the 
ex-members now? Where 
did the new members come 
from? What do you guys 
do for work? I hear one 
of you is a teacher, are 
your students fans of IH? 
hahaha. 
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5. After 26 years, you guys 
seem to be going stronger than 
ever. Lots of new releases, 
more gigs, more action. What 
are you most proud of so far? 
What are you most excited 
about in the future? 

Yes true, we are playing many 
more and more releases, many 
things have changed and today a 
structure that did not exist before, 
We are very excited about the new 
releases and we are very excited 
to play outside Brazil because we 
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Well the original lineup 92 only I 
was guitar and today I’m in the 
vocal bass and Riva continues 
vocal drums, Jamil (rip) who was 
a vocalist unfortunately passed 
away and the bassist Edu does 
not play any more. Tercio takes 
the bass and vocals in the band 
in 94 and stayed until 2012, just 
not with us since he has lived in 
Canada since then, Edu Edoom 
nuclear winter was bassist of 
the band Nuclear frost entered 
the I.H. In 2013 and stayed until 
2015, Sergio is guitarist and lead 
singer of Confusion entered the 
same period and is with us to this 
day. Yes I am a history teacher, 
yes some students like(Laughter) 
, Riva is manager manufactures 
bricks, Sergio is a cameraman 
and photographer.

6. Has Industrial Holocaust ever 
gone on tour within Brazil? Do 
you have any interest in touring 
Brazil, or touring abroad? How 
often do you play live? How 
often do you practice? 

We did not do concerts all over 
Brazil yet, but we would like it very 
much, yes we would like to play 
abroad a lot, it is also our goal, 
we have shows every month but 
unfortunately we can not always 
play, we play six shows a year, 
we would like to play More, we 
rehearsed once or twice a month, 
we would also like to rehearse 
more.

7. What are the biggest and 
deepest changes that you see 
in the Brazilian punk scene 
over these last 26 years? Has 
anything stayed the same? 

I think the spirit of do it yourself 
remains the same but of course 
many things have changed, there 
are many more shows today and 
this is more politicized, more 
participation of women and many 
bands, on the other hand, there 
is also a banalization of ideals , I 
think the rebelliousness and anti 


capitalism scene still exists a 
little more diluted less radical 
unfortunately. 

8. Are there any new bands 
that you’re particularly excited 
about? Or any old bands still 
rocking along that we may not 
know about all the way in the 
USA? 

Here are many good new bands 
like Mode lenta, Sengaya, 
Imundice, D.O.M. , Bixera, 
S.U.C. ,and so many other 
excellent bands, With the internet 
it is much easier to discover new 
bands even in other country. 

9. Sao Caos Fest remains one 
of my favorite experiences I’ve 
ever had in punk. It’s a magical 
event. Can you please tell 
everybody more about it? How 
it started, how it’s run, what it’s 
like, who has played over the 
years? 

Yes it’s an underground festival 
that we are very proud to be part 
of and to be in the organization, 
it’s totally free to enter, the bands 
do not charge anything to play, 
and we try to give a helping hand 
that comes from far away. 

It began in the city of Sao Carlos 
with the collective libertarian 
anarchist founded by friends and 
the band Noise, we were invited 
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to play in the first edition and in the sequence to be 

part of the collective and we are still up to today. 10. Industrial Holocaust is an outspokenly

Yes you're right, we’ve always been a politicized 
and militant band, We are anti-capitalist, we do 
not sell anything of the band, only for exchanges, 
we have an anaco communist position, We are 
also always participating in street protests and 
anti-fascists, We have always been involved 
in fighting movements and believe in direct 
action as a way to achieve this goal. Yes in the 
time of the split we were doing this dabate on

What a fucking racket these Florida punks make 
on their first vinyl release from 1991, produced 
by Dan Destructo (No Fraud).

Not sure if this was 
One Arm Records only release but if it was it 
ended with a keeper. E.B.S. (Everybody Sucks?) 
were one of a very few trying to hold off the 
sensitive bearded hordes from ruining hardcore 
with their morose bullshit and unlistenable 
Dischord records. This 9 song shitstorm of 
classic, early D.R.I. worship un uninhibited and 
uncaring as hardcore gets. The recording is 
fucked up beyond all human comprehension. 

The guitar and bass sound like 2" speakers 
held together by a duct tape inside a TV carton. 
The vocals spew hate-filled vomit against the 
cops, jobs, society and eventual Russian nuclear 
attacks. What else is there for a band to vent 
about? This is the kind of band everyone wanted 
to stay clear of in the pop/emo punk tested 
fucktard world of early 90'$ punk. The scum at 
Vicious Interference Records managed to cobble 
together a full length around 1997, so get that, 
too.

So I'm wasting time before a show in a Las 
Vegas strip mall. We are playing at this 
awesomely dumpy dive bar filled with ex- 
Oakland Raiders using the merch tables to sign 
autographs, photos and footballs 
(fittingly the place is actually called The Dive 
Bar). In the corner of the strip mall parking lot 
was apunk rock store called Cash For Chaos. 
Stoked!! Picture a crusty version of Hot Topic 
with clothes, patches and clothing and a great 
selection of new/used punk records, mostly 
re-issues of classics from around the world. 
Hidden, lurking in the stacks was sealed copy of 
this late 80's gem, still sealed no less. Fucking 
awesome, ugly, and yet often uplifting American 
hardcore, built on the blood of many spikey 
haired Brit punks and traditional American HC.. 
Always thought this band was great but had yet 
to track down a playable copy. Seriously, I've 
seen 4-5 out there but the punks that this band 
appealed to seemed to just spit beer all over 
the vinyl and stop the cover with their Doc's. 
Which is as good a place to start with this one. 
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No real shit songs, with lyrics scratching an 
ugly itch, but willing to keep the punk united 
and all together. Corny? Sure, but when it's this 
well executed...from the driving, angry GBH/ 
Discharge rifting to the disgusting Fang-like 
"Crawling" this is solid as shit. The guitarist 
Mike Lavella went on to ruin his credibility 
with the greaser mag Gearhead and a sad 
fixation with 90's grunge. One of those retreads 
that came to believe that Led Zeppelin was 
the punkest thing ever and Green River were 
coming to take the crown. Still, his guitar work, 
mixed the totally speeded out drummer made 
for a great band, once. Produced by Tom Lyle

With the horrible tragedy in Houston and other 
southeast states in Texas let's give Houston a 
little bit of love by looking at these two bulwarks 
of crossover/thrashcore mastery. Formed in 
185 to compete in their high school's batlle- 
of-the-bands (holy shit, what a mess that must 
have eneded in!!)"Liberators", released in 1987, 
shows a young band with already immense 
talent. The opening riff of "Violence" from this, 
their debut release, is an avalanche of speed 
metal guitars and late Kurt Brecht-style vocals. 
Yes, the D.R.I. influence of their Houston roots 
is evident, but not the early raw aspects, more 
like the "Dealing With It" era, but these guys had 
more chops and were never afraid to unleash 
a hair-whipping solo, in tune perfectly with 
the music. The/ went on to release another EP 
("Swiss Bank Account") and an LP ("Paradise 
Lost")so track those down. But this classic 
release still holds the test of time when punk 
met metal but the punk vocals were winning 
out. 1989 brought D45 to a close as far as live 
performances but somehow, somewhere my 
friend Flo from Heartfirst Records in Germany 
pulled a miracle out of his ass and tracked these 
bastards down and found 4 songs ready for 


release in 1993. No variation whatsoever in the 
sound, these furious, deadly tracks meld right 
in to their pantheon. Robust guitars and rocket 
fuel double bass drumming that still carried a 
wicked punch upon its release to the world. Get 
everything by this band!!

My choice this issue for the "Where the fuck 
did I get this record?" is this fucking ultra weird 
Finnish band named after some old Finnish 
cinema fil or so me shit.

This deranged band goes from soft, 
pathetic lounge jazz at the binning and fills it 
in between with tweaked out non-traditional 
punk, heavy on the off kilter beats and simple 
punk.

Ham. Since then, we've had an incredible time 
interviewing Aaron Kenyon, Dallas Van Kempen, 
Henry Barnes, Jeff Robinson, Shawn Elliot, Dan 
"Lactose" Bolleri, and Andy Beattie. It has been 
an amazing few months, but we know we have a 
long way to go. 

Very early in this process, we decided to 
make some noise on social media, and almost 
immediately, people came out of the woodwork 
to offer support, mail us fliers and photos, and 
provide us with an array of videos from early 
shows.

Grateful to see Lake Shasta 
and Lake Siskiyou so full of water, last time I'd 
spent time at Lake Shasta the water level was 
depressingly low. 

Before this camping trip did a quickie week 
long tour with the new(ish) band I'm currently 
singing in. CLITERATI is the name and thrashy 
crust is the game. Had a blast playing shows 
in Eugene, Chico, Oakland, Sacramento, Salem 
and of course our home town of PDX. We 
have another little tour coming up in August; 
come hang out and say hi when we hit Eugene, 
Sacramento, Pomona (with OMEGA TRIBE), 
Reno,Salem, Oly, Seattle and PDX.

If you've not heard 
VIOLATION WOUND yet, seek em out you wont 
be sorry. We've developed a great working 
relationship with Andrew Grosse owner and head 
knob turner at Caravan Studios in NE PDX. Great 
dude with a good ear, super knowledgeable and 
chill to work with. Both of these releases will 
be out on little brother Scotty Karate's label 
TankCrimes. Always a pleasure to work with 
friends who are more like family! 

Wanna take a second to congratulate Scotty on 
having 2 releases that busted onto the Billboard 
Charts-weird huh? The baUsitic blaster-piece 
by GHOUL known as Dungeon Bastards (double 
gatefold -folds out into a board game) came 
on like a mid west tornado and blew all away 
late last summer and the recent NECROT album 
Blood Offerings also made an appearance on 
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the ol' Board charts while slaying homage to 
AUTOPSY & BOLT THROWER....so f'n good! 

Still a trip to me that these bands are making 
appearances on a charting system I've always 
considered mainstream and IMHO quite vanilla. 

I know some people will slag the fact that bands 
from our community/scene whatever ya wanna 
call it are charting....but I see it as friends 
succeeding and I'm all for that and stoked for 
their accomplishments. So high fives n stage 
dives to not just Scotty & TankCrimes but also 
the buds in GHOUL and NECROT. Both bands 
are at the top of their game and if you've not 
seen either or both, go see em when they hit yr 
region,they both seem to tour often. 

Since relocating from the bay area to PDX my 
impression of Portland and areas in Oregon & 
Washington have greatly changed. While PDX 
is a city with a small town vibe its livable and 
has some diversity (nothing as divers as other 
places I've lived though) once you leave the 
city and journey out into the smaller town & 
villages- things can get weird. Don't think I've 
seen as many swastika and old dixie stickers on 
trucks, t-shirts on white trash and Trump MAGA 
signs in yards. WTF 'merica!? 

I've attended many demonstrations here and 
have had a handful of friends arrested while 
practicing their first amendment rights. We've 
peacefully marched against the very vocal 
and visible racist/homophobic/xenaphobe/ 
masagynistic assholes who are feeling quite 
emboldened to shout their hate speech while 
getting violent with anyone who may disagree. 

In a way i feel like I was duped or naive for 
thinking these types of people were dying off 
in the US Of A. They are alive and growing in 

numbers.I'll never agree or understand their 

ideology. The Southern Poverty Law Center has 
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reported that there has been more organized 
hate groups popping up in good ol' Oregon than 
in any other state in this country. In a way i feet 
like I was meant to move here to counter those 
ignorant haters. With that said; I was verbally 
assaulted right after the election by 4-5 white 
men in downtown PDX in the evening after a 
peaceful march. They came up on my while 
I was alone and started yelling at my to "get 
outta town", "Trump is president now and your 
marches are bullshit" and a few other things 
I couldn't decipher. Thankfully 3 white ladies 
came out of their candy shop and started in on 
these men. I dipped out, got to my car and left. 

I wont lie, it was f'n scary as fuck and they were 
so filled with anger towards me for absolutely 
no reason. Several days later i attended another 
march with 2 of my band mates and 3000 other 
people. We left to go over to Dante's to see 
PANSY DIVISION (bay area 0G pop-punk fags). 
While at the show I saw a guy I knew, went over 
said hello and hugged, he then introduced me 
to the man he was with. We shook hands, said 
hello then this man who I'd never met before 
roughly grabbed me and attempted to stick his 
tongue dov^n my throat. I quickly tried to pull 
away and he greatly increased his grip on me 
leaving bruises on my arm, neck and shoulder. 
Our mutual friend intervened and pulled him off 
me as I got my fists up to punch the asshole. 
This really shook me up and I quickly left the 
venue (right after i dumped my half pint of 
cider over his head) and went home to process 
what had just happened to me. It was assault, 
an invasion of my person and it was a horrible 
experience that left me feeling vulnerable, 
shaken and questioning why this person would 
do this to me. I know you cant always tell 
somebody's sexuality but hell I'm queer as F' 
and its pretty obvious. Once home and over¬ 
thinking what had just happened to me, I posted 


on FaceBook and it literally took 15 minutes 
to get this mans name, contact info and name 
of the business he owns here in town. Several 
friends wrote me to tell me things like this 
have happened to them as well- its so not OK. 
Another friend of mine shared what happened 
to me with his father who is an attorney and 
encouraged me to call the Po-Po. I'm definitely 
not a cop calling bitch but this attorney got me 
with the thought that the man who accosted 
me could and probably is doing this to other 
people and reporting it would be the only way 
to document his predatory behavior and maybe 
even punish him. I reported it to the cops and 
he was already in their system with a history 
of this kinda stuff....the clincher is he owns a 
bar here in North Portland. My thought is that 
he probably does this often at his bar once his 
victims are too drunk to fight back. F'n scary and 
infuriating! 

I know weird hater shit is going down all over 
the country and as corny as it sounds, PLEASE 
if you are reading this, lets take care of one 
another, if you see somebody getting verbally 
assaulted stand with them, if they are getting 
beat down or sexually assaulted make some 
noise and draw attention to what is going down. 
I'm not saying put yourself in danger- unless 
physically you can kick some ass then by all 
means go ahead.. .but be aware a lot of these 
haters are carrying weapons some legal some 
not. Be careful and be aware, we are all in this 
together. 

I started this column during PRIDE month and 
have been thinking a lot of last years PRIDE. 

We spent it in Tel Aviv Israel, the only country 
in the Middle East who openly celebrates 
PRIDE. We had an amazing time in Israel 
,meeting wonderful people not just Jews but 


also Palestinian, Arab$(some Muslim some 
not),Druze, Assyrians, Armenians, Circassians, 
Baha'is, African Hebrews and even some African 
refugees from Sudan, Ivory Coast, Ethiopia. We 
spent some time with 2 young men who walked 
from Eritrea to Israel on their quest for a better 
life. If geography aint yr thing, look on a map to 
see how far these young men journeyed. Quite 
remarkable. 

The PRIDE party and march in Tel Aviv were so 
much fun! It starts at a park then winds down 
the streets to the beautiful beach bellied up 
to the Mediterranean Sea. One difference we 
quickly noted from our past PRIDE marches in 
different cities within the USA was the absence 
of corporate floats and groups. I found that to 
be quite refreshing and more representation of 
true community. It was more like a street party 
than a march. 

Upon arriving back home we were hit with the 
atrocious act at The Pulse nightclub in Orland FL. 
To think we had just been in The Middle East, a 
region most Americans would think of as unsafe 
and inhabited by close minded zealots. There 
we openly celebrating our queerness amongst 
so many ethnically divers people....it was 
heartbreaking and infuriating that LGBTQ people 
were targeted in a mass shooting at a nightclub 
here in good ol' merica. WTF!?? 

FYI gay pride was not born of a need to 
celebrate being gay, but our right to exist 
without persecution. So instead of wondering 
why there isn't a straight pride movement, be 
thankful you don't need one. 


ADENDUM : Charlottesville YA, its 2017 why 
the fuck are we even debating if the nazis, 
white nationalists /supremacist and KKK are 
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at fault for the death of Heather Heyer and the 
many acts of violence and intimidation that 
occurred there Friday through Saturday and 
even into Sunday.

Night Demon 
Darkness Remains 
LP 

If there is a harder working up-and-coming 
metal band, I’m not aware of them. In the last 
three years Night Demon has toured Europe 
at least three time, the U.S. no fewer than six 
times, plus Mexico and South America more 
than once. Sometimes they've headUned and 
other times they've opened for an incredibly 
diverse cadre of metal legends including 
Carcass, Raven, Crowbar, and Anvil. They've 
played countless festivals and frontman Jarvis 
has even launched at least two U.S. festivals of 
his own (one metal and one punk/hardcore). 
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But does all this hard work translate into a 
quality record? Hell yes! Darkness Remains 
is the album of the year, so far. Night Demon 
ply their trade with both feet planted firmly in 
the past, yet both eyes are peering unerringly 
toward the future. 

Their sound (as every review will remind you) 
is the grandchild of the NWOBHM. The melody, 
the passion, the raw exuberance, and their 
unrelenting predilection to flat out ROCK 'N' 
ROLL are influenced by bands like Angel Witch, 
Jaguar (a band that Jarvis also now fronts). 
Cobra, Satan, and Iron Maiden. Speaking of 
Maiden, Night Demon pay tribute to them on 
this record with the song "Maiden Hell" which 
lyrically is constructed of Maiden song titles/ 
references and musically has those galloping 
riffs that we all know and love. Although 
truth be told, there are other songs (like "Life 
on the Run" and "Dawn Rider") that feature 
even more prominent galloping! It's a thing of 
beauty. The NWOBHM is not the only prominent 
influence on display, however. The band has 
that brass knuckle punch that was indicative of 
American bands like The Rods and Riot. They 
also know Ifow to take their foundational sound 
and crank up both the speed and the power to 
create a blazing fury of sound not unlike, say. 
Tension, an unsung 80s band from Maryland 
whose amped up and ramped up sound often 
had them described as thrash metal, when they 
really weren't. But before I leave you with the 
impression Night Demon is a nostalgia act, let 
me assure you that isn't the case at all Yes, 
their sound fits old rivetheads like well-worn 
denim and leather but at the same time they 
are at the forefront of (and do their best to 
champion) various new waves of metal and hard 
rock. They are masters of modern social media 
marketing and they build real relationships with 
fans of all stripes (some young enough to be 


their children and some old enough to be their 
parents). 

As a trio their sound is compact, precise, and 
wastes absolutely nothing. They aren't trying to 
be flashy or shred, rather they concentrate on 
quality songs and making sure each one packs 
a punch. Drummer Dusty Squires combines both 
precision and power in his playing and is enough 
of a showman that he more than holds his own 
on stage, demanding your attention. Guitarist 
Armand John Anthony plays with an uncanny 
effortlessness striking a perfect balance 
between rifting, fills, and leads. It feels like 
his guitar is all over the place but it's all done 
honestly, no multi-layered tracking that can't 
be replicated live, even during solos. Jarvis 
Leatherby handles the bass and lead vocals. 

He wields his instrument prominently, making 
sure it has an equal share of the workload. His 
frenetic headbanging is a visual staple of Night 
Demon. Interestingly enough (okay, maybe 
only interesting to me) my favorite metal trios 
all feature bass/vocalists whose bass is an 
essential piece in creating the band's signature 
sound (Night Demon, Raven, Motorhead, 

Coroner, Destruction, Sodom, Blue Cheer, and 
more). 

They also pay exacting attention to their live 
show. It is both professional and versatile. 

It plays well in tiny clubs and larger concert 
halls. They own their own lights and have a 
variety of backdrops and set "legs" that can 
be used to add perceived depth and width to 
small stages or can add intimacy and boundary 
to large stages. Also "Rocky" (their murderous 
caped and skeletal mascot) always makes an 
appearance on stage (ala Eddie) to entice the 
audience to partake of a deadly chalice-born 
potion. Night Demon are so amazing live that 
since late 2014 I've made it a point to see them 


play multiple times driving over 2,000 total 
miles to do so. Yes, they are that good. 

If the next metal album you buy isn't "Darkness 
Remains," you are doing it wrong. (Century

Who would have thought that 28 years after 
releasing their debut album. Obituary would 
unleash a self-titled record that deserves 
to be considered amongst the band's finest 
work (which is, quite frankly, their first three 
albums). The first thing that struck me when 
I first listened to this album was how blazing 
fast it seemed to be. The first two songs plow 
ahead with an unrelenting swiftness that took 
me somewhat by surprise, as that is not what 
Obituary are known for. By the third song 
they settle into the more familiar mid-paced 
chugging (which every fan of Obituary knows 
and loves) but to their credit they continue to 
use speed throughout the album as counterpoise 
and it's incredibly effective. Obituary's sound 
is reminiscent of a bulldozer... it just keeps 
pushing and pushing, eventually piling it on so 
thick and heavy as to crush you. In many ways, 
they are still taking their cues from early Celtic 
Frost, knowing that heaviness and darkness 
are more than adequate compensation for 
speed and do a better job of letting a song 
both breathe and settle into a groove. As death 
metal pioneers it's likely that Obituary will never 
be able to live up to their reputation, but with 
albums like this, they might just prove up to the 
task. (Relapse Records) 

Warbringer

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Warbringer is one of those bands that gets 
better and better with each release. Often it # s a 
band's early albums that set the stage and they 
are forever chasing that standard. Definitely 
not the case there. This is the fifth, and finest, 
album by these Ventura vets. Their previous best 
work? Their fourth album... you get the picture. 
Warbringer may not have been on the very cusp 
of the new wave of thrash metal, but they were 
close enough to rightfully be considered leaders 
in the scene. Their viciousness and frantic 
pace is somewhat belied by the precision of its 
delivery. This is not a bad thing, not at all. In 
fact it lends the band part of their signature 
sound. They play with enough abandon that it 
almost feels like they are about to let things 
spiral out of control, yet they never do. To these 
ears it brings to mind some of the finest of the 
late 80s thrash metal bands like Vio-lence and 
Forbidden... not to imply they sound similar, 
rather they have a reminiscent vibe. Vocalist 
Johm Kevill also deserves special mention. 

Not only did he the only person to play on all 
of Warbringer's albums, he gives his finest 
performance yet with the lower growls and 
Schmier-like screeches used better than ever 
to enhance his normal rasping scream. It's also 
mentioning that for the first time ever the band 
unfurl a 10+ minute epic with a fascinating build 
and final delivery ("When the Guns Fall Silent"). 
Stellar work gents. If you can catch them live, do 
so. They have a no-frills delivery, but they are 
astoundingly intense. (Century Media)

There's a history 
of the label along columns from 
folks who've worked with the label 
and interviews with our little buds 
in BACKSLIDER and HUMMINGBIRD 
OF DEATH, along with SICK/TIRED, 
BEARSTRAP, DEATHRATS, ACxDC, 
and SIXBREWBANTHA along with a 
scrapbook of photos of people with 
TLAL tattoos, and Will with friends 
from the music fam that he's met 
along the way.
